My LORDS, ; 

Ould I bave manag'd the Evidence in 
Proof, of the Murder of this Honourable 
Lord, with that ſtrength and efficacy 
they are capable of, nothing would more plainly 
have appeared to the impartial Reader, than this 
( to me )) great Truth, ( viz. ) That the Right 
Honourable Arthur,late Earl of Eſſex, was moſt 
Threacherouſly and Barbarouſly Murdered. But 
ſuch as it is, I do, with all Humility, caſt it at 
your Lordſhips Feet, to whoſe great Judgments I 

ſhall, with intire reſignation, ſubmit. 


My Lords, Having long known, and been late- 
ly much converſant with My. Braddon, I have 
had often Opportunities of diſcourſing almoſt every 
Witneſs in this Cafe examined 3 and ſuch as I my 
ſelf have not ſpoke with, Ihave from bim been in- 
formed what feb have declared : And though the 
Account T have bere given of what theſe have re- 
lated, whichhave been examined before your Lord- 
ſhips, be more large and particular than their De- 
poſitions, (becauſe I have bad repeated Opportu- 


. ities of bearing their Relations ) yet, if them- 


ſelves” ſay true, nothing in theſe Papers 1s contra- 
diftory to or inconſeftent with what they have de- 
poſed before your Lordſhips. 


My Lords, In the Account at large I have firſt 
ſtated, the Caſe, as to the pretended Self-Mur- 
der, as it was and js endeavoured to bg proved 
by thoſt immediately attending on my Lord ; and 
then I bave divided the Proofs for this Murder 
into three General Heads, as they bave relation to 
Time : Whether, oo, 


Firſt, Before the Day of my Lord's Death. 
Secondly, The Day of bis Death. 
Thirdly, Subſequent to the Day of bis Death,”

calour of Argument againſt ſuch Evidence ; and 
the Solutions, with all bumility, are ſubmitted ' to 
your Lordſhips Cenſures.

G. 1 thank you, Sir, for your Informa- 
tion herein, My its very Mer ongrnrs 
who gave me ſuch falſe Information as ro 
the Lords Proccedings in this Matrer, maz 
have likewiſe forged what Arguments cheP 
thought might ſway with me to believe 
Lords ſelf Murder ; what thoſe are I 
give you an Account, Bur I firſt defire 
ro hear what Evidence in particular hath 
been produced to prove My Lords being 
murdered by others.

Now as the 
Witneſs himſelf doth deſerve this Puniſh- 
ment, the like ( in Foro Conſcienfie ) doth 
the Suborner : For if in our Law, he 
that hirerh another ro poiſon, ſtab, or any 
other ways to murder a Man, is juſtly e- 
ſteemed Acceſſory before the Fa, and 
ſhall undergo the ſame Capital Puniſhment, 
the Principal ſhall ſuffer : So do I think 
ir reaſgnable char whoſoever ſuborns a 
Perſon, to take away the Life of any, is 
( before God) guilty of the Murder of 
the Pcrſon accuſed, equally with him that

commits the Perjury ; and _ are in" 
deed, according to the univerſal Reaſon of 
the Thing, guilty of a more heinous Mur- 
der, than he that cuts another's Throat 
ſeeing in this he corrupts Juſtice, and by 
Perjury makes Juſtice ( which by God 1s 
deſigned, and by Man uſed as a proteRi- 
on to the Innocent ) a Means to deſtroy, 
whom in its own Nature ir ſhould acquit 
and prote&, If that Phyſician, who ro 
deſtroy his Patient, maliciouſly poiſons 
his Phyfick, ( deſigned by Nature for che 
preſervation of the natural Man ) deſerves 
the worſt fort of Death, becauſe he be- 
comes ſo vilely treacherous; how much 
more heinouſly criminal 1s he, who by 
Subornition or Perjury , corrupts Ju- 
ſtice, which Heaven enated, and. Man- 
kind flies to for a Securicy to the Moral 
Man. Wherefore with you I ſhould con- 
cur in this Particular, that Mr. Braddon 
deſerves the worſt Death could be con- 


trived, were he guilty of this ( indeed 


Falſe and Malicious ) Charge. Bur che 
truth of the Caſe, I can in great part - at- 
teſt, which is this, (viz, ) 

Mr.Braddon having ſome reaſon to believe 
Holland one of the Ruffians, he did uſe all 
means poſiible for his Apprehenſion 3, bur 
he found that Holland lay very prifikee ; 
and, as he had reaſon to believe, deſign- 
ed to fly beyond-Seas, on his own Let- 
ter before-mentioned declared) ; hereup- 
on Mr. Braddon applied himſelf ro ſome of 
Holland"'s Acquaintance, and by them be- 
ing brought tro Mrs. Holland, Mr. Braddox 
rold her, That he had reaſon ro helieve 
her Husband was concerned in this vil- 
lanous Murder; and herein he was con- 
firmed by Mr. Holland's abſconding; for 
Innocence defires a Trial, but Gwilr ſtill 
flies from Juſtice. Mr. Braddon then told 
her, That if her Husband were really 
guilcy of this Fat, and would immedi- 
arely ſurrender himſelf, ingenuouſly de- 
claring how, by whom, and with whom, _ 
and for what hired to do this barbarous Mut- 
der, her Husband would have a general 
Pardon, and both him and her MO 
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for. Bur, if her Husband' was innocent, 
- (nothwichftanding wharſoeyer was faid to 
rhe —_—_ and ſhould rake upon him 
a Crime ( for any advantage whatſoever ) 
of which he was not - guilty, he did de- 
ferve to be hanged here, and damned 
hereafter, ſeeing by his Perjury he would 
make Juſtice an Inſtrument of execuring 
the worſt of Murders. Bur if he 
were indeed the Man, and ſhould ſurren- 
der himſelf, and diſcover the whole marrer, 
he muſt be ſure to keep within the limits 
of Truth; for ſhould he be dereRted in the 
leaſt Perjury, no Man was more vigorouſly 
; proſecuted, nor any more ſeverely puniſh- 

ed than he (for ſuch his Perjury ) muſt ex- 

ro ſuffer, 

Theſe were the Arguments with which 
Mr. Braddox would have ſuborned (35 that 
Letter calls it) Holand toa full Diſcovery: 
and I do appeal to all the World, whe- 
ther, admitting this to be true ( as it will 
be proved when occafion ſerves ) Mr. Brad- 
den deſerves this Villanous Charge; for 
the Truth of this I do ( on Mr. Braddor's 
behalf”) appeal to the Conſciences of Mrs. #. 
Mr. P. and Mr. S. with whom Mr. Braddon 
ſeveral times treated in this Afﬀair, 

K If the Caſe were as you have repre- 
ſented it, Mr. Braddon did nothing herein 
bur what was confiſtent with a good Con- 
ſcience, and for which he deſerves not 
che leaſt Cenſure. If I miſtake not, you 
faid Holland did alſo go” to others for a 
Supply, as well as my Lord Sunderland; 
Pray who were theſe ? 

T. Pardon me (Sir) if I name them not, 
you will hear of them in convenient time. 

G. Sir, pardon the Queſtion, if the An- 
ſwer'be a ſecret, 
© TT. Ir is enongh that T give you Satis- 
fa&tion in the General, and I defire not to 
be preſs'd to anſwer all Particulars, for ic 
may not be proper, 

G. I defire to know nothing which may 
either prejudice you -to reveal, or the 
thing it ſelf by being revealed, but eſteem 
it as a great Favour you have been alrea- 
dy fo large and particular in the Diſcourſe, 
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which hath pen he rent neon, and 
wilt convince ſuch as hear it from me,

G. Sir, a Convert to Truth I rejoyce in 
being tho at the ſame time it's not only 
mine, but every good Man's Duty to grieve 
for theſe ill Men, who are any ways cot- 
cerned in this Villany, eſpecially confi- 
dering tro whom this related. 

L, We ſce how it looks related ad Ho- 
minem, and ad Rem, and we are very glad 
this Author hath Abdicared, and his De- 
ſign is fruſtrated, His Highneſs hereby thought 
ro have made one great ſtep towards rhe 
Accompliſhment of what Heaven in Mercy 
hath delivered us from; I think we can 
never for this be grateful enough, cither 
to God the chief Author, or to our $0- 
veraign, his Inſtrument, and thoſe - Righr 
Noble and truly worthy Lords and Gentle- 
men, that to the hazard of Perſons and 
Eſtates, embarqued on this Glorious De- 
ſign, which Heaven, to a Miracle, bleſfed 
with ſuch a ſudden ( and as to the manner, 
without Blood ) unexpeRed Succeſs.

his avow'd and fix'd Principles. This falſe 
and malicious Suggeſtion of Major Hawley 
( which the Jury then did ſuppoſe to be 
true ) did yery cafily incline them to 
believe that my. Lord had ( purſuant to 
this Principle ) cut his own Throat, to 
avoid that Diſhonourable and Infamous 
Death, which his Circumſtances fecm'd to 
threaten. 

L, What is this Hawley ? Could his Con» 
dition pretend ro any Intimacy with his: 
Lordſhip, that he ſeemed ſo well to know 
my Lord's Principles in this matter ? 

T. Hawley now denies all, and proteſts 
to their Lordſhips of this Committee, that 
he was not nigh the Jury in the Vicualling- 
Houſe all the time their Inquiſition,

Inſtances as theſe ſhould teach us all Pity 
rowards thoſe that fail in their Duty. under 
the like Temptations; and likewiſe rhoſe 
that ftand, ſhould take care leſt they fall.

Now if a General of an Army 
command a Party of Men to a Poſt, by 
the maintaining whereof a certain time , 
this Party perceive they ſhall (in all Hu- 
mane Probability) give; Succeſs to their 
Army ; but after their thus - maintaining 
their Poſt, they ſhall (in as great probabi- 
lity) fall Sacrifices" ro the Fury of their 
Enemies, neither of this Party (though thus 
aſſured they ſhall every Man fall) ought 
to deſert his Poſt, becauſe every Individual 
Soldier, or any particular Party, is obliged 
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to prefer and deſire the Succeſs of their 
whole Army, before their private Preſer- 
vation and Safery. If th that Provi- 
dence, which is the General of all Mankind, 
ſhould call a Perſon to that Service wherein 
he might. prove extreamly uſeful to his Ge- 
neration fich Service he ought not todeſert, 
though thereby (through the. oppreſſion of 
the Times)he was morally affured he ſhould, 
in his private Intereſt and Safety, fall a 
Sacrifice to the Oppreſlor; becauſe Self 
intereſt is not to be preferred before the 
Good of ſo many Thouſands.

Chamber, and kept the Chamber-door, (rhe 
Chamber not being above 14 foot ſquare, 
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and no other way ini or out) muſt be either 
afting in, or privy to this Barbarity, if ſach 
it were; for this very reaſon this Coroner 
and Jury ſhould have been very inquiſitive 
and ſcrutinous in their Interrogations, and 
taken all care poſſible, that the one ſhould 
not have heard, or been informed: ofthe 
Examination of the other; by which they 
would have found theſe two in greater in- 
coherences and contradiQtions, (if poſſible) 
than they are now guilty of. | 

G. Indeed, it's a great wonder they did 
not agree 1n every particular, conſidering 
how fair , or rather favourable, the Coro- 
ner and Jury were to them. 

_ 7. In the Hiſtory of Syſarma, you find 
in the Charge, not the leaſt incoherence, be- 
hides one Contradi&ion, and that only as to 
the place where : bur, 

In this Caſe, how many, and how no- 
torious Inchoherences and ContradiQions 
have been obſerved in ſeveral reſpe&s ? 
and therefore how much more rational is 
it to conclude, as the Aſſembly did in that 
Caſe (verſe the 61ſt) That theſe Witneſſes 
are conv#ed out of their own months, by thoſe 
many, and thoſe ſo very notorious oppo- 
ſirions in their Teſtimonies ? 

G. In the ContradiQtions of theſe Sinners. 
there 1s a clear diſcovery of their Sin , and. 
may they receive the juſt fruits bf this their 
Treachery, which ſo plainly appears by the 
many oppoſitions in their Relations. 

-L. I muſt confeſs, I never ſaw fo ſhort® 
an Account thus :tramm'd with Contradi- 
Ctions. Ido find the common Obſervation 
1s herein verified , (viz.) The contradittion . 
of Sinners is the diſcovery of Sin : and , I 
think , no impartial man , who ſhall hear 
theſe Contradidtions , bur muſt be ſatisfied 
neither of theſe ſpoke true ; and he thar, 
through the exceſs of his Charity, (for theſe 
three Villains, or their Maſter) or his Fol-. 
ly, or rather ſomewhat of a worſe and diffe- 
rent nature from either, fhall in Cofe- 
Houſes, and other publick Places, make it 
his buſineſs to weed our theſe Contradifi- 
ons, to reconcile theſe three Mens Relations 
in the-main , ſo that my Lord may ſtill be 

M chought 
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thought a Self-murderer; and: yet at the 
ſame time obje& againſt my Lord's being 
Murderedfrom every Colour of incoherence 
(in caſe any had happen'd, which I believe 
there hath not, tho about Sixry in this Caſe 
have been Sworn) in the Evidence to prove 
my Lord's Murder. I fay, whoſoever ap- 
pears thus Partial , gives great Cauſe to be 
thought and cenſured as very Corrupt, and 
one whoſe Zeal is greater for rhe chief Au- 
thor of this Murder , and his bloody Party, 
than for either Truth or Juſtice. Bur to re- 
turn to this Reverend Do&or , of whom 
you were ſpeaking. 

Can the Dottor think that this Fel- 
low , who was immediately attending up- 
on my Lord at the time of his Death , 
and hath (as before plainly appears by their 
ContradiCtions) with two others , forged a 
Story to transfer their own , and others 
Guilt upon his Head , whoſe Throat they 
barbarouſly Cut , or permitted to be Cur; 
I ay, How can this Reverend Door now 
give the leaſt dram of Credit to this perfi- 
dious Fellow ? 

'  G. Sir, I do aſſure you, I ſhall (as in Ju- 
ſtice bound) do the Memory of this Ho- 
nourable, but: unfortunate Lord, what Ju- 
ſtice lies within my Power; ' and: in particu- 
lar, ſhall endeavour rightly to inform this 

| Learned DoQtor with the whole State of the 
Caſe; and if once he be convinced, as he 
can't but be , if he believe what is herein 
Sworn, and ſo ſtrongly confirm'd ; his be- 
Tief will ſoon draw many Proſelytes. But 
I do admire Mr. Bilingfy , this unfortu- 
nate Lord's Steward, ſhould ſeem to disbe- 
'Heve it. - 

7. This Gentleman of whom you now 
ſpeak , hath great reaſon from what him- 
ſelf knows , to believe my Lord was Mur- 
dered.. : 

* What Reaſon in particular, I pray , 
Sir 

T., From what Bomeny told: this Gentle- 
man, he might ſafely draw that Concluſi- 
on; for Mr. B. the Sunday, or Monday 
afrer my Lords Death , asking Bomeny how 
long my Lord lay Dead , before he was 
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known to'be Dead ; he declared, above two 
hours ; upon which Mr. RBilling/y ( as he 
juſtly might) , was very angry with Boy:eny 
for I&ving my Lord fo long alone. © Now, 
by comparing this Relation to what was 
Sworn, he muſt have found it a point-blank 
Contradiftion ; for Ruſ:/! depoſed, it was 
not half an hour from the time of the Ra- 
zor's being delivered by Bomeny, to the time 
of their finding my Lord Dead in his Clo- 
ſet; ſo the one Swore it was not half an 
hour ; and the other ſaid, that it was above 
two hours (and this declared within two 
days after the Faft, and ſo may be ſuppoſed 
to be freſh in his Memory); it's plain, that 
one of theſe two was falſe in his Infor- 
mation ; and ſeeing theſe Mens Ralations 
were to acquit themſelves, as well as charge 
my Lord; it might be reaſonably concluded 
that both were falſe, and all forged , as it 
now plainly appears by. comparing theſe 
Mens Relations (fo full of ContradiQtions) 
together. 

G. I have Reaſonto believe, That the Right 
Honourable the Counteſs Dowager of Eſſex 
hath been extreamly deceived by what this 
Mr. Billing/ly informed her Honour ; for I 
have been told , that this Gentleman pre- 
tended to the Counteſs, that the very Night 
before my Lord's Death , he being with 
his Lord , his Lordſhip ſeemed extreamly 
diſordered in his Mind; and he took the 
more notice of it, by his commanding him 
toſfit down and drink a Glaſs of Wine with 
him, which made Billing/ly believe his Lord- 
ſhip was ſomewhat crazed ; and therefore 
he was inclined to think what he was forry 
to ſay, (viz.) That my Lord committed that 
Violence on himſelf. If this report be falſe, 
Mr. B. ought to vindicate himſelf, and 
therein clear his Lord from this Suſpicion of 
being delirious. 

T. Sir, I have little reaſon to give Credit 
to what this Steward faith, ſeeing ( as I 
was informed by one of the Family) he 
made Oath before my Lord Sunderland, 
That he did believe my Lord did deſtroy himſelf ; 
whether this be true, I know not; but of 
this I am. very. well aſſured , That this Mr: 


Billingſly 
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*Billing/ly ( tho he hath got ſo many thou- 
fands by this Family) would nor in the leaſt 
engage with Mr. Braddon in this Proſecution; 
nay, at laſt, was ſo far from it, that he did 
refuſe toſee Mr. Braddon, pretending that he 
did believe Mr. Braddon was a Court-Engin , 
uſed by the Court, for the further Ruin of 
that Honourable Family (whoſe Misfortunes 
were before greater than could well be born) 
ſo that the Court might have a farther © 
rtunity to Proſecute and Ruin the Survi- 
vors of his Unfortunate Lord.. This was the 
Subſtance of this Gentleman's Suggeſtion. 
L. For this Suggeſtion, Mr. Billimgſly had 
not the leaſt Colour; and I do believe this he 
declared only to avoid being thought back- 
ward in that Proſecution, which the higheſt 
degree of both Juſtice and Gratitude obliged 
him toengagein. Tho this Mr. Billing/ly, by 
this Honourable Family had well feathered 


' his Neſt, his Gratitude was not ſuch, as in 


Service to (the Memory of his Murdered 
Lord , and his Honourable Relations then 
ſurviving) to hazard any part of the Eſtare 
he had got under them ; and that he might 
not be thought ingratefu], he buried hit In- 
gratitude in the Blood of his Lord, by falſe, 


_ diſingenuous, and baſe Infinuations. 


T If Mr. Braddon was the late Courts 


Inſtrument, I am ſure he was very ingrate- 
fully ſerved, to be ſo violently Proſecured, 


unjuſtly Convifted , and Sentenced to his 
- perpetua 


1 Impriſonment ; for ſuch would 
it have been to him, had it not been for this 
providential Deliverance. 

L. There are a ſort of People ( ingrate- 
ful as they are!) that will Sacrifice the Ho- 
nour of their greateſt Benefaftors, rather 
than themſelves ſhould be thought ingrate- 
ful. "And of this fort are many , that have 
been preferred by this Great, but Unfortu- 


'nate Lord; for I have heard of few that 


were imployed under him , that would 
heretofore in the leaſt ſeem to countenance 
this Proſecution : Bur I think my ſelf bound 
(in Juſtice)-ro vindicate one (in particular) 


from being thought ingrateful to the Me- 


mory of his Murdered Lord. The Gentle- 
man I now ſpeak of, 15 one Mr. E. who in 
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the worſt of -times hath gratefully endea- 
voured to reſcue the Honour of his Lord 
from faMiing under this falſe Imputation of 
Sel-murder ; and as I have heard Mr. Brad- 
don often declare , was very ready to afliſt 
him in any thing, when this Murder was 
firſt Proſecuted. . 

7. Your naming this Honeſt Gentleman, 
puts me in mind of one particular , which 
I have heard him often aver, the Truth 
whereof I do not doubr, and this Truth 
ſeems to deſtroy that great Obje&tion, That 
my Lord was afraid he ſhould according, to 
his (pretended) Guilt be brought to Con 
dign Puniſhment , for the avoiding whereof 
he laid violent Hands on himſelf; this was 
(as before obſerved) often (in effe&) faid.at 
my Lord Ryſſe/”s Tryal, and likewiſe at ſe- 
veral other times. The Story is this, When 
my Lord Shaftshury , my Lord Howard, &c. 
were laſt Commirted, this Gentleman, c..e 
of Genera] Converſation (having heard the 
Court deſigned likewiſe to Commit my 
Lord of Efex and to take off many in 
form ,of Law or rather that which they 
falſely called ſo) ; went to his Lordſhip, and 
informed him of what he had been told, 
and humbly ſubmitted it to his Lordſhip's 

Judgment, whether it were not proper js 
ſome tinfe to withdraw, till the Fury of the 
Court by time was a little appeaſed ; this 
Gentleman told his Lordſhip, He found by the 
Papiſts,that they did deſign to deſtroy ſeveral,and 
his Lordſbip being to their Arbitary and Popiſh 
Deſigns, as great and profeſt an Enemy, as any, 
he did fear his Lordſhip might not be ſafe from 
their pretended Juſtice, when within their Power. 
My Lord hereupon fſniiled, and faid very ſe- 
dately , and yet very reſolutely , 7hat he 
would net ſtir, tho he did expef# the Court would 
proceed wery far, not only to the Impriſoning, but 
againſt the Lives of many; and if God im his 
Providence ſhould think fit to ſuffer him to fall 
a Sacrifice to the Rage and Malice of the Court, 
he did hope , and did not doubt , but the World 
ſhould jee that he could dye with as great Re- 
ſolution as ever hu Father did ; for he was ready 
at all times, and upon all occaſions, to lay down 


his Life for his Country,

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-3L. This was his Lordſhips- true Chara- 
:&er, and this the Popiſh faftion was well 
{ſitisfied in , therefore they dar'd not bring 
him to his Tryal; for ſhould they either by 
falſe Witneſſes have proved that which re- 
ally was Treaſon againſt him, or by wreſt- 
ing the Law in Bench, Council and Jury, 
(which were then more led by the DiQares 
of White-Hall, than the Judgment of W-:/- 
minfter-Hall, in the Caſe of Treaſon) have 
adjudged that Treaſon,which the Law never 
- made or deſigned to make ſo, as they did 
in the Caſe of the Honourable Lord Ruſel, 
and ſome others; I ſay , ſhould they have 
thus proceeded , his yndeng 4 Courage in 
- all probabiliry, would have been fuch in a 
bold Defence, that his Enemies would have 
.rather loſt, than gained by his Death ; be- 
tides, had my Lord been really Guilty of 
Treaſon, his Lordſhip had reaſon to pre-

{aid) declared, He wondred the Earl ſhould 
deſtroy himſelf, ſeeing he owed him a Life. 

7. If that King was (as my Lord Chief 
Juſtice Scroggs- told Mr. Coleman) Merciful, 
even unto & Fault, ſure he would have ex- 
tended Mercy to him, whom in ingratitude 
he was bound to ſpare; for his +Juſtice in 
this caſe would have render'd him as in- 
grateful as bis Mercy (too often ſhewed to 
the greateſt Criminals) render'd him in 
- ſome meaſure culpable, ſeeing by his

'G. The Story is this : Aboutfive Months 
ſince, I was very poſitively. told, that the 
Right Honourable the Counteſs Dowager 
of Eſſex, deſixed ſeveral Honourable Lords 
(fome of which were of this Committee) 
and one worthy Gentleman, to meer at her 
Houſe, where ſhe ſpoke to them to this 
Effe& : My Lords, 1 have deſired this Favour 
of your Lordſhips, in order to my own Vindi- 
cation, which in Self-juſtice I think my ſelf 
bound to do, though I 'am wery ſorry for the 
occaſion. My Lords, I do underſtand I am 
traduc'd (out of Malice in ſome, and Indiſcretion 
in others) as a Woman that hath ſold the 
Blood of an Husband ; and by a Non-proſecution 
tacitly conſent to his Death. My Lords, 1; 
no pleaſure, but a great Grief to me, to ſay 
any thing which may ſeem in the leaſt to re- 
fle# upon the Memory of my Lord ; and I could 
heartily wiſh there were not this juſt occaſion 
offered ; Juſt 1 ſay, with reſpef# to my. ſelf, and 


ro my Honour, much dearer than my Life ; for 


ſhotld T ſuffer my ſelf to lye under this unjuſt 
Scandal, without a juft Self-vindication, by 
ſuch my ſilence, I ſhould make this diſhonour able 
Calumny become currant and credible. My 
Lords, My Non»proſecucion- of my  Huband's 
Death is my Charge ;| to which I, have this to 
Jay, That wee 1 well ſatisfied my Lord”s Blood 
was treacherouſly ſpilt, I did deſerve this Gen- 
ſure, and there is none could think ſo -bad of 
me as I ſhould then of my ſelf, for "my long 
ſolence. (My Lords) The Reaſons which makes 
me disbelieve my Lords being (by others).

'but the occular Evidence of the SelE-murder, 
and if there be any ſuch, it's ſtrange we 
ſhould not Tong ſince have heard of the 
Perſon : But pray proceed. | 

G. Upon this, that Learned Biſhop, as I 
have been told, gave a large account, what 
were the ſeveral Inducements that moved 
the Counteſs.ro this Belief; but I could 
never hear what thefe Reaſons were, but 


without doubt they were ſuch as had ſome + 


weight with them, or otherwiſe they would 
never have ſatisfied, not only that Reverend 


\ * Bifhop, but moſt then preſent, in the belief 


of the Self-murder ; and ſo throughly con- 
vinced Mr. H. who (as I have been told) 
did ſecond the Biſhop, and gave ſome other 
Arguments 'for the*ſame - purpoſe, and 
ſeemed concerned, that ſome - of thoſe

T. I could never yet hear, but a very 
imperfe& Account, of what_my Lord Biſhop 
£3id; for the chief reaſqn, as I have been 
rold, his Lordſhip then gave, was what my 
Lord of Eſix declared juſt before his Com- 


mitment, when his Lordſhip (appearing 


under ſome diſorder and trouble of mind) 
faid, that it was not any perſonal concern 
that made him thus troubled , but it was 
the thoughts of his Family ; for he was 
much troubled to think what would be- 
come of them after his death ; as for him- 
ſelf, it was the leaſt ofhis care, For therein 
he was reſolved what to do; feveral times

G. Being ſpoken with ſuch Deſpondency, 
it argues the Reſolution was deſperate. 

T. It's very natural for love to fear the 
worſt, and to apply ſuch Fears according- 
ly, now her Honour being ſtartled with 
theſe often Repetitions , upon hearing of 
her Lord's death, might ſuppoſe: that fuch 
had been her Lord's Reſolutions, which 

ave Birth to thoſe repeated Expreſſions : 
Bur whereas it's ſaid, my Lord ſpoke it in 
a fort of Deſpondency, it's ' probable that 
her Hanour might miſtake his Lordſhip's 
undaunted Courage (which with a higher 
affiſtance, kept him above the: fear of what 
the Power and Malice of his greateſt Ene- 


, mies cguld infli&) for Deſparation. This, 


ro me, ſeems the moſt likely, conſidering 
what his Lordſhip had before declared, wiz. 
That he did expeit the Court would not only . 
Impriſon, but take off ſeveral ; and if it ſhould 
be. his misfortune to fall a Sacrifice for his 
Country, to the Court Malice and Rage, the 
World ſhould fee he ceuld dye with as great 
Reſolution as ever his Father did, for he was 
ready at all times, and upon all occaſions, to 
lay down his Life for his Country. This Ho- 
nourable Lord was not ignorant of the 
Popith and Arbitrary Deſigns of the Courr,, 
and that there were ſmall hopes of any Re-- 
dreſs by Parliameats, for ſuch were not 
{uffered "to ſit when they began to reforms. 
our Grievances; and as for the then Judges, 
they were purely Inſtruments and Ecchoes 
to the Corruption of the Court; ſo that 
whatſoever Whitehall had reſolved upon, 
as fit to be declared Treaſon in Wiftminſter-- 
hail, was declared (not properly adjudged) 
accordingly ; not adjudged, I ſay, for we- 
found many of them more Knave than Fool,. 
and their Intereſt corrupted their Con- 
{ciences, and theſe their "Tongues, to pro- 
nounce what their Judgments in the Law: 


couldi © 
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4 could not but; be ſatisfied ,was falſe, and 
” themſelves well knew tobe corrupt; where- 


® _ fore only the Jaſt remedy remained, in caſe 


> the Court proceeded, as there was all reaſon 
- to beheve they would, by ſuch Vile, Ille- 
gal, Arbitrary, Popiſh and Oppreflive Me- 
- thods, to deſtroy what to every brave true 
Engliſh Spirit-is much more valuable than 
Life (Religion , Liberty and Property I 
mean.) My Lord of Eſx had long ſtood 
in a true light, wherein he could plainly 
ſee the moſt ſecret and ultimate end. of the 
Court; and this made him the more re- 
ſolved to joyn with others, ſuch Patriots 
as himſelf, in oppoſition to thoſe Helliſh 
Plots of St. Fames's (for there indeed lived 
the trne Plotters, which were- indu- 
firiouſly. plotting the total Deſtruftion 
of our Religion and Liberties, when) ſuch 
true Lovers of their Country, as himſelf, 
were defigning nothing more than the Pre- 
ſervation of our Laws, which the Cor- 
ruption of the Bench had in Perjury fold 
to the Oppreſſion of the Courr. But this 
Bargain was never. ſo plainly proclaimed, 
aS in that Never-too-ſeverely-to-be-puniſh- 
ed Judgment, which gave (as far as was 
within the Power of that perjured Bench) 
ſuch a Diſpencing Poyer to the Crown; 
under a neceſſity (of which necefliry the 
Crown was the ſole Judge) as by a natural 
Conſequence diſſolved all Law , when a 
Royal Arbitrary 1pſe Dixit ſhould fo pro- 
nounce it: Wherefore (as before obſerved) 
we held our Laws, and therein our Reli- 
10n, Lives and Liberties, as theſe For- 
worn, Mercenary Judges did their Places, 
durante bene placito Regis. Had we in this 
Lord's days known thoſe Popiſh and Arbi- 
trary Court-Secrets ( which he plainly ſaw 
deſigned our ruine , but no confiderarion 
could ever corrupt this Honourable Lord 
, to ingage in thoſe Curſed Cabals) moſt cer- 
tainly we ſhould have reſcued the Lives of 
thoſe our beſt Friends, and not by a corrupt 
Conſtru&ive Treaſon, have Sacrificed thoſe 
true Lovers of our Country ,, for doing 
of rhat which we all ought as one Man 
to have cordially joined in. Had not thoſe 
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brave Patriots, our Church and State Con 
feſfors, the moſt Reverend his Grace, and 
the Reverend ſix Biſhops, met with an Un- 
corrupt Fmt which were guided: by Con- 
ſcience, (not impoſed upon by the Court,but 
enlightned with the true State of the Caſe, as 
moſt judiciouſly, and wuly Stated by thoſe 
their Learned Council in the Law) ; Theſe 
Seven Champions for our Laws (and there- 
in for all by them we poſſeſs) would moſt 
cettainly have been offered up by the Bench 
as Victims of Expiation for that Guilt , 
which would (in a Court Senſe) have robb'd 
the Crown of its richeſt Jewel; yea, that 
Court Philoſopher-Stone, (the Diſpencing 
Power) which at pleaſure might have turn- 
ed our Properries, Liberties, yea, Lives, in- 
to pure Gold; for the Eſtates we poſleſs, 
the Liberty we wy , and the Lives we 
live, we. have guarded only (next under 
God) by our Laws, which this Leviathan at 
once would have ſwallowed and totally de- 
ſtroyed. 

L. When I conſider my Lord's declared 
Reſolution of his not ſtirring, tho then under 
the like Danger, as in this Caſe apprehen- 
ded, and with what Readineſs, Courage and 
Chearfulneſs, he could lay down his Life 
for his Country ; and likewiſe, the Know- 
ledg that he may be ſuppoſed to have of 
their Deſigns ( which theſe Villains, nine 
days before his Death declared; for it's 
Sworn they then faid , The Earl knew fo 
much of their Deſigns, and was fo very 
Averſe to their Intereſt, that they could ne- 
ver carry them on, unleſs his Lordſhip was 
taken off, and his Lordſhip was therefore 
to be Murdered). I fay, when I conſider 
theſe things, and that the more this Ho- 
nourable Lord knew of the black Intrigttes 
of the Court , the more ſo good a Man, 
and fo true a Patriot muſt be ſuppoſed to 
hate them ; I can't but imagine that this 


brave. State-Champion , when he had been 


once ſatisfied, that the Court under Colour 
of Law would have taken him off, had re- 


Joved as to himſelf, to lay open thoſe Popith 


Arbitrary-Court Contrivances, and juſtfied 
that juſt Deſign of ſtanding wy a 
uard ; 
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Guard; there was no other way ( under 


' God) todefend what was ſo groſly invaded. 
Now, tho his Cry might ſuppoſe by 
dealing thus plainly , he ſhould the more 


exaſperate the Court, ſo that their Malice 
would be more invererately bent in his De- 
ſtruction ; yer, that he declared , he feared 
not , but was ready , chearfully, to lay 
down his life in ſo juſt a Cauſe; and 
ſhould this daring true lover of his Country 
have thus expired, by his State-Martyr- 
dom, he would have given ſuch fatisfation 
in the truth of what he thus couragiouſly, 
with his laſt breath, ſhoulq have affirmed, 
as would have raiſed a general hatred 
againſt thoſe Arbitrary and Popiſh-Court- 
Reſolutions; and this might ſo ſuddenly 
have given another ſo general a Refur- 
reftion to that juſt Cauſe, as would have 
totally routed thofe our true and only Ene- 


- mies of both Church and State. Ourthen 


Enemies, under colqur of Law, were in- 
duſtriouſly endeavouring the total Subver- 
ſion of our Laws, and whilſt in ſhew they 
ſeemed to maintain the Proteſtant Church, 
they were ſecretly contriving its total De- 
ſtruction, by wreſting thoſe very Laws 
which were chiefly deſigned as Deſtruftive 
to Popery, and making them produttive 
of what y (ob were enacted to deſtroy ; for 
by a malicious and furious Proſecution of all 
Proteſtant Difſenters, they did hope to raiſe 
ſo general Animoſities between the Con- 
forming: and Non-conforming. Proteſtants, 
that they might, through ſuch Diviſion, 
have an opportunity to: fullfil that no- 
torious Jeſurical Maxim, Divide © In 
er. 
- 7. God was pleaſed not to dehver us, 
till he = made ſome fenſible of the Dan- 
ger of that which at a diſtance they did 
not ſo plainly perceive to be hurtful; bur 
AﬀMiRion ſoon made them wiſe, and con- 
vinc'd them of their miſtake, and then ſome 
of them might truly have ſaid of Our Law, 
what the Pſal/miſt did of the Divine, Before 
[ was afflified I went aſtray, but now have T 
kept thy word. The general Danger that 
threatned- all , taught- us all , it was our 
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Intereſt, as well as Du , to joyn with that ,- I 


(falſly called * unna Invaſion) which in 


tender compaſſion, was undertaken by our #4 


ſent Sovereign, to reſcue us from our 
pers Invaders. , + 

L. Can any imagine, that my Lord's de- 
claring, As for himſelf, he was reſolved what 
to ao, could give riſe to thoſe many reports 
in ſuch ſeveral and far diſtant places of the 
Kingdom ? 

G. Bur, which is moreplain, I have been 
informed, his Lordſhip ſhould, in ſome 
caſes, juſtifie SelE-murder, and particularly 
that Aftion ' of the Earl of Northumberland, 
who Piſtol'd himſelf in the Tower. 

7. As for-thoſe Judicious Divines which 
have been reported to be the men to whom 
the Earl ſhould juſtify Self-murther ( in 
ſome Caſes ) ſome of theſe have declared, 
That they never heard any man more flrenuauſly 
argue againſt it, (as what was unju/tifiable un« 
der any conſideration) than my Lord bath done. 
Nay farther, I have been credibly told; That 


when my Lord was Lord Lieutenant of Ireland ,aw- , 
Eminent Citizen of Dublin cut his own Throat ; 


and his Excellency then declaared, that Citizen 


ought to be found Non-Gempos mentis ; for it- 
was his Opinion, That no man in his ſenſes did 


ever cut his own Throat : But a ſtronger 

ment tome is , what is before at large ob- 
ſerved of ' Major _— ſuggeſting Self- 
murther (for the avoidi 

and infamous Death) to be my Lord's fixed” 
Principle; and yet this Gentleman now de- 
nies not only this fuggeſtion, bur likewiſe- 
declared, That he never heard'it ſid to be my 

Lord's Principleg till their Lordſhips in this 
Committee charged him with it. Hawley's Sug- 
geſtion to the Jury, I do not doubr, for it's 

poſitively ſworn againſt him; bur the fal- 

ſity of the thing ſuggeſted is plain from- 
Hawl:y's now denying 1t: and that this Sto- 

ry had its riſe from the fame Malice thar 

contrived his Lordſhip's Deſtrution. For 
had this Principle beer: true; How readily 

would Hawl:y have- juſtified it, as of what 

he had been: credibly informed ? and how- 
ſerviceable mighr he have thaught it to- 
prove the Self-murther? But this Gentleman- 
being, 
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- being conſcious where this preterdded Prin-, 
2 'ciple was hatched, and what villanous uſe 
” he himſelf (according to Inſtruttion. and 
> Ord:x) made of it to the Jury ; thought it 
not ſafe to juſtify either his Suggeſtion , or 
© his having ſo much as heard it, before my 
”. Lord's death, to be his Lordſhip's . Prin- 
-- ciple : for ſhould he have been forc'd. to 
Produce {to him) the Authors of this (pre- 
t* tended) Principle, it would too plainly 
| have appeared, that thele-his Authors were 

the Forgers of the Story. .But I will for the 
-, preſent admit, what I am well aflured you 
\ -can'tcredibly prove, That before my Lord's 
death, his Lordſhip had declared, har Self- 
murther (in ſome Cale) was lawful ; it doth not 


ſhip therefore muſt cut his own Throat; for 
ſome have juſtified the Principle, that never 
> thought fit to pur it an praftice. I will, 
*- -forAr take, admit yet farther, That 

”  Hawley's ſuggeſted Principle was true (viz.) 
” - "That the Earl of £fex declared he would 
” deſtroy himſelf, rather than be brought to 
- * a diſhonourable and infamous Death; can it 
= bethought, that from this general Reſolu- 
tion (wherein no pargicular manner of death 
is declared) all: thoſe ſeveral previous Re- 
>. ports, before obſerved, ſhould riſe ? for (to 
”  bortow almoſt the very words of an Inge- 
” - nious Author upon this Occaſion; Though 
they were vented by ſeveral perſons, yet they not 

only agreed in the matter of the Earl of Ellex's 

Death ; but they accorded alſo in the way, and 

manner of it, and place where, namely, that he 

cut his Throat in the Tower : which plainly 

ſhews, that it was not vulgar Tattle, vented 

.at random, bur had its foundation ina pre- 
vious and fized Reſolution , that he ſhould 

undergo that unhappy Fate, both as to man- 

ner and place ; nothing but a determinate 

Cauſe can produce a ſteddy and determinate 

Effe&: Had the Report taken its riſe in the 

-  Fealoufies of his Friends, or owed its breath 

” ro the fearful Apprehenſions of the Com- 
mon People, they would have rather dream- 

ed of his being poiſoned, as being more ſafe 

for the Aﬀors to perpetrate, and requiring 

"the acceſſion of fewer hands, than have ever 
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imagined that his Throat ſhould be cut. It's. 
impoſſible to conceive., that, the-Reports: of 
ſo. many ſeveral: Perfons ſhould: not only 
agree..in, the. matter of his Death, but: all 
harmonize and. center in the very Circum- 
ſtances and manner of it, and Place where, _ 
unleſs-it had originally proceeded from ſuch. 
as-had... contrived. and determined borh the 
Murther-it ſelf, .and the way wherein it 
ſhould bs committed; and the Place where 
it ſhould be done. For when Reports. have 
their foundation only in Mens Fancies, they 
will always vary according to the different 
Tempers, Paſhons, and: Complexions. of 
the Reporters; hbw could ſo many Perſons, 
and. at ſuch diſtances from one another, and 
betwixt whom there was never any corre- 
ſpondence, agree and combine together to 
impoſe upon the World, and to abuſe the 
Faith of Mankind ? and as they all ſeem to. 
be Perſons who abhor -Tricks, and ' who 
would not be guilty of ſpreading, much leſs 
of raifing a falle Report; ſoit is beyond the 
Wit of Man., to declare, how it ſhould 
come to; the Intereſt. of Gentlewomen, Ci- 
tizens, and Countrey Tradeſmen, to be the 
Authors of ſuch a Story, that my Lord of 
Eſtes had cut his Throat in the Tower before 
it was done, or before knowledge of his Im- 
prifonment in the Tower could arrive at ſome 
of theſe Places, where it was ſo reported. 
But that not only the how, and where, as to 
my Lord's Death, ſhould be the ſame in all 
thoſe Reporters ; bur the very wherefore, two 
days before his Deatii, be given, for the ha- 
ving cut his Throat ; and the wery ſame 
wherefore tha} the Papiſts publickly gave our, 
and induſtriouſly ſpread juſt after my Lord's 
Death : this proves, beyond all doubt, that =] 
the Matter was ſo panhabecy agreed-upon 
by the Papiſts, and is Reafon by them re- 
ſolved to be given out juſt after my Lord's 
Death; it's plain to all, but thoſe that wink 
hard, that this pretended Reaſon muſt be 
hammered out of the Popiſh Forge. For 
this Reaſon carried in it what none but the 
moſt ſecret in this Helliſh Contrivance 
could before my Lord's Death give out ; 
for obſerve, the Reaſon declares, That the 
Earl 
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Farl of E/zx being.Priſener in the Tower, the 
King and Duke came. into the Tower to ſee 
the Tower, of which the Earl having notice, 
he was immediately afraid the King would 
kave come up into his Chamber, and ſeen 
him, &c. Now I would willingly know 
who,beſides the moſt intimately knowing in 
this matter, could give information two 
hays ( viz.) the Wedneſday Morning at An- 
ver ) before my Lord's death , that the 
Farl of Eſſex would cut his Throat in the 
Twer when the King and Duke were there, 
becauſe the King ſhould not ſee him ; the 
King and. Duke's being there was unexpe- 
Qed, and a ſurprize to all, but tothe Men 
of Secrecy in this Murther, becauſe their 
being there together was ſo very rare, that 
it happened but once in twenty five years. 
Bur of this I have already ſpoken ; and alſo 
low this ſo patticular a Report, as to the 
Manner , Place, and Reaſon, became thus 
reported'in the Countrey ſo long before my 
Lord's Death. - 
. TL. Was you ever credibly told that his 
prdſhip ſaid he was reſolved to deſtroy 
imſelf ? 

7. No, I never heard that credibly re- 
ported. 

L. Or, which is more plain and particu- 
kr, Did his Lordſhip (before his Impriſon- 
ment) ſay, that he was reſolved to cut his 
Throat in the Tower , when the King and 
Duke ſhould come into the Tower to ſee him, 
which his guilt and ſhame could not bear 
he thoughts of ? 

G. Certainly my Lord could neither fore- 
ke, nor expe& that the King and Duke 
hould come into the Tower, whilſt he was 
Priſoner there. 

L. But you find it depos'd, That before 
ty Lord's Death, ( viz.) the Wedneſday at 
4ndover: As to his Death, The manner how, 
the place where , and the reaſon wherefore, are 
aſſiened : Now had my Lord ſo particularly 
declared hisReſolurion(in which,by the way, 
35 to the King and Duke's being in the Tower, 
he muſt have propheſied what could not be 
expeQted) then it had been-poſlible, thar this, 
and thoſe ſeveral Reports proved by eight 
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Witnefſes more: ( far, diſtant from, and a!- 
together ſtrangers to each other all center- 
ing in the ſame-manner how, and the place 
where) might have ariſen from this Reſo- 
lution of his Lordſhip ſo particularly de- 
clared. 

T. It may be, my Lord having heard the: 
Papiſts had reſolved to cut his Throat, 
was afraid they would.. (the more to tor- 
ment him ) not do it like themſelves, buts 
botchingly (as they cur Mr. Arnold's) and: 
therefore that ir might be done at a jerk, 
and all perfeAaly finiſh'd at a ſtroak, he was 
reſolved to do it himſelf, and did it effe* 
Gually ; for though the Bhde of the Razor 
withour the Hand, was not two Inches and 
a half, he made a Wound about three Inches: 
and half deep (and therein did what by 0+ 
thers was Mathematically impoſlible to be 
done) and whereas, before that Accident, it 
was the Opinion of Doftors and Chyrurge« 
ons, that none could cut through both. Ju- 
gular Arteries to the Neck-bone on both ſides 
the Neck, his Lordſhip was reſolyed to give 
the World demonſtration of their miſtake ; 
and after all, his Lordſhip ſtopt the Orifice 
from giving iſſue to ſuch a quantity of 
Blood and Spirits, as would naturally have 
inſtantly killed him ; and out of malice to 
the living , that others might be charged 
with his Death, threw the Razor out of the 
Window, and then ſent the Maid down for 
it; which having received from her, he re- 
tired to his Cloſet, lockt himſelf in, and 
quietly laid himſelf down, and the Razor 
by him , and then gave free paſſage to that 
Blood, and thoſe Spirits, which he thus 
miraculouſly kept.{o long in. 

G. Bur to be ſerious, tor this is a Caſe of 
grave, yea, very doleful Conſideration ; did 
you ever hear all thoſe Reaſons the Biſhop 
then gave ? 

T. No, but I could wiſh I had ; only this 
further Reaſon I think was given, (viz. } 
what the Steward ſazd concerning my 
Lord's defiring him to fir-down, and drink 
a glaſs of Wine with lum the Night before 
his Death. 


L. That 
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L. That IT do totally disbelieve for the 
Reaſons before mention'd. 

T. Bur whereas you ſay Mr. H. did ſecond 
my Lord Biſhop, I do affure you I did 
hear that Ingenious Gentleman declare the 
contrary ; and (as a Gentleman told me) 
deſired one to vindicate him from that Re- 
port, which he did totally deny. 

G. What was then ſaid by the Lords of 
#*he Commitre after my Lord {Biſhop had 
given, the Counteſs's Reaſons of her Si- 
lence ? 

T. I have been told (how true it is, I can- 
not ſay) that the Right Honourable the Earl 
of D. ſpake to the Counteſs to this effet; 
Madam, The belief , or disbelief of a faft, nei- 
ther deſtroys the Exiſtence, nor alters the Nature 
of the Fatt; and we who are to proceed,not accord- 
ing to private Opinion, but legal Evidence, 
have taken the Depoſitions of many Witneſſes in 
this Caſe ; and unleſs many of theſe be villanouſly 
perjur*d, ( which as yet we have no reaſon to 


believe) my Lord muſt have been moſt barbe- 


rouſly murthered. 

G. Had the Counteſs, or the Biſhop, be- 
fore this, ſeen what was ſworn ? 

, T. I fuppoſe neither of theſe had either 
feen, or boon informed what was depos'd 
to prove this Murther ; neither could they 
then have heard what hath in this Caſe been 

| depos'd, becauſe many Depoſitions have 
been fince taken before the Lords, and, ſince 
their Lordſhips Committee was diſlolyed, 
before ſeveral Juſtices of the Peace. 

G. I cannot bur believe, that if the 
Counteſs once knew what-you have now at 
targe related', her Opinion would ſoon be 
changed, and her Zeal 'in this proſecution 
would be as great as could be expeed from 
a Lady of her Honour and Quality : and 
as for my Lord' Biſhop, F am ſure none 


. would be more eaſily convinced upon ſuch- 


grounds as theſe, neither would any more 
z2ealouſly ingage in this Proſeention. 

T. Of this I doubr not; for no-Man can 
have a greater veneration for this Reverend 
Father i: God, than my ſelf; and T think 
this hap 
Majeſty ) not a little indebred to the Inge- 
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nuous and Indefatigable Pen of this Judici.. 
ous and Learned Biſhop. 

The next Diſcouragement I ſhall men. 
tion, was the ſtrift ng, with Threats, 
laid upon many of the Soldiers to be ſecret 
in this matter. 

F. B. and his Wife, further declare, 7hat 
the wery next day after Lord of Eſſex'; 
Death , the aforeſaid R. M told theſe Infor. 
mants, how that very morning their Officer cal- 
led ſeveralSoldiers together ,and under very ſevere 
penalties enjoined them net to ſpeak one word of 
what they had either ſeen or heard with relation 
to the Death of the Earl of Eſſex, and therefore 
the ſaid M. defired theſe Informants not to ſpeak 
one word of what he had informed them ( with 
relation thereunto) the day before, leſt it being 
diſcovered , he ſhould be ſeverely puniſhed for 
ſpeaking any thing of this matter. 

L. With what a degree of Impudence 
was this treacherous Cruelty ſtifled ! 

T. R: the Soldier before-mentioned, that 
very day my Lord was murthered, declz- 
with very great earneſtneſs, That the Duke if 
York had fo barefac'd ordered the matter, that 
he did believe no man was ſafe that was nit 
for their Intereſt , ſo ſoon as they began thu 
(in effe) openly to order cutting of Throats. 
This R. did further proteſt, That his Blood 
did ſo boil with indignation againſt this moſt 
Villanous and Barbarons Murther, that could he 
have got thoſe that would have ſtood by him, 
he would have ſhot the chief Author dead upon 
the ſpot. 

L, Altho' this Author did. eſcape the 
juif Indignation of this brave Soldier, yet 
that Omnipotent Arm (which ſeldom fails 
of puniſhing Blood; even in this World, 
thus treacherouſly ſpilt) in vengeance hath 
purſu'd him, and (without Joubr) the Hell 
within 1s ten times worſe than the trouble 
without him ; for tho' zhe Spirit of a man may 
bear his Infirmities, a wounded Spirit none can 
bear : and certainly a Conſcience of flint 
muſt be deeply - wounded with thoſe ſelf- 
refleftions which ſo great Guilt muſt natu-: 
rally beget. 

L. But what is become of theſe two ho- 
neſt Soldiers. 

T, As

5” As for M. not long afrer the Earl's 


- Death, he told B. and his Wife, and one 


-D. That he had fallen out with one of the War- 
ders about the ſaid Earl's Death, and the War- 
der had not courage to fight him; but he did 
werily believe, and much fear , that he ſhould 
be baſely murthered for what be had ſpoke con- 
cerning the ſaid Earl's Murther , and that v 
day he did much dread he ſhould be deſtroy'd : 
wherefore he did deſire B. or D. to keep 
him company that day ; but they fearing 
themſelves mighr be in danger by being in 
his company, and having work to do, which 
they were obliged to finiſh, they both refu- 
ſed it, and the next morning they heard the 
faid M. was found dead in the Tower-Dirch 
Juſt over againſt Major Webſter's Houſe. 

L. Surely Blood upon Blood muſt force 
down Vengeance from Heaven ; but what 
became of R ? 

T. All the account can be had of him, is 
this, That not long after the Earl's Death, he 
was drawn out of the Tower, and ſent beyond 
Seas to the Ext-Indies,and there, at ſome forr, 
ſhot todeath,but upon what account we can- 
notlearn. I fear ſeveral other Soldiers have 
been murthered, to prevent the diſcovery of 
this unheard of piece of Villany; for,as I was 
not long ſince diſcourſing in a Coffee-Houſe, 
concerning this M's being murthered ; A 
Gentleman told "me, That by his Neigh- 
bour's Shop-door there ſtopt three Soldiers 
a little after M's death; and one looking 
very melancholly, ſaid, He did fear he ſhould 
be murthered ( as poor M. was) for ſpeaking 
ſomewhat which he knew about the Earl's Death; 
for he did obſerve himſelf dog'd ſeveral days by 
two men (which he did Jos of; were Iriſh-men; ) 
and this Soldier did then deſire thoſe his 
two Fellow-ſoldiers to take notice of what 
he had told them ; and if he were miſſing , 
and could not be found , they ſhould conclude 
that he was murthered for this very reaſon. 

L. Did this Shop-keeper know either of 
thoſe Soldiers. 

7. No;-nor did he think it ſafe to make 
any inquiry into the matter, leſt he ſhould 
fall under ſuch misforrune as had befallen 


others for medling herein ; you can't but 
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find moſt men are for obſerving that Maxim 
Felix quem faciant, &c. Happy is he whom 
other mens harms do make to beware. 

L. Certainly theſe things muſt haſten 
Vengeance. If that Soldier, who was in this 
danger , be now living, he may with ſafe- 


ty (and I am ſure it's his duty) a ppear, and 
with o- 


diſcover what he knows; or (1 
thers) he be treacherouſly murthered , ir 
were well thoſe: his two Fellow-ſoldiers 
would teſtify what that poor Soldier had 
informed them ; this in Juſtice they are 
bound to do, and there is no danger in do- 
ing it; ſuch as now do refuſe to teſtify their 
knowledge in the Matter, conſent to the 
Blood of the Slain, and one day muſt expeC&t 
to anſwer it. 

T.: Hawl:y the Warder intimately ac- 
quainted with Major Hawley,(at whoſe Houſe 
my Lord was murthered) was found dead 
in the Medways, abour April next after my 
Lords death, ( having been murthered in a 
moſt barbarous manner). This Hawley was 
ſuppoſed to be taken off to prevent the dif- 
covery of what he knew in this matter ; for 
a little after Mr. Hawley was miſſing, (viz.) 
about a month before he was found dead, a 
Warder then in the Tower (ſuppoſed to bea 
Papiſt) told Mr. 4. S. ( who had long lain 
under the preſſure of the then miſgovernment 
and then there a Priſoner, without any Evi- 
dence to juſtify the Commitment ) That 
Hawley was run away for prating ſomewhat a- 
bout the Earl of Eſſex ; but how he ran away, 
a ſhort time diſcovered. 

This Hawley was in Weſtminſter-hall when 
Mr. Bradden was upon his Tryal ; and 
faid , He much wondered upom what Mr. 
Braddon ſhould ftir in this thing, when, to his 
Knowledg , My. Braddon knew nothing. A 
Gentleman, then preſent, who knew Mr, 
Hawley looked on this Expreſſion, as what 
argued Mr. Hawley not a ſtranger to the 
matter; wherefore this Gentleman imme- 
diately faid , Mr. Hawley , if you know 
My. Braddon knows nothing of this matter, 
what muſt you then know ? upon which 
Mr. Hawley ſeemed furpri having too 
far _— himſelf) and made no —_ 
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very melancholly, and had declared, *twas 


$.-Thave been informed by a Warder'in 


- the wer, that this Mr. Hawley, the Warder, 
. as ſoon as he heard the News of the Earl's 


Death, immediately declared it was a damn'd 
prece of Roguery throughout. | 
T. This Mr. Hawley was very rich, and a 


| Warder only to exempt .him. from Pariſh 


Services ; but he never waited , unleſs it 
were on very ſolemn Occaſions ; and that 
very day my Lord dy'd, he was waiting, 
, (as declared by ſeveral) was one of the 
Warders that attended on the Perſon of the 


Duke of Work, whilſt he was in the Tower, 
- that morning the Earl dy'd. 


L. If ſo, he might well obſerve the Duke's 
ſending the two men to the Earl's Lodg- 
ings juſt before his Death ; and their rerurn 
to -his Highneſs, as Mr. E. depoſeth ; and 
M. and R. declared, with ſeveral other Paſ- 
ages, which might ro him diſcover that 
barbarous- Murther ; and then he had cauſe 
enough to ſay, it was a damn'd piece of 


- Roguery all over. 


G.-Good God , deliver us from ſuch 
bloody-minded men ! 

7. Several Reports were as induſtriouſly 
as' maliciouſly bread about Town when 
Mr. Hawley was firſt miſs'd ; fome to in- 
fluence people to believe, that this Mr. Haw- 

4 diſcontent with his Wife, was 


better to make away with himſelf, than live 
ſuch a vexatious life with ſo turbulent a fpi- 
rited a Woman; but in this they moſt groſ- 
ly abuſed them both ; for no'Woman could 


-thew greater refpe& to a.Husband, nor any 


Husband be more kind to a Wife. Another 


Reportiwas, That Mr. Hawley had often de- 


claxed, He did really believe, if a man with- 
drew. from his Relations, and Friends; - for 


half a year ( and ſuffered none who knew 
.him to know where he was ; but to- poſſeſs 
.all men by ſuch his conce aled abſence that 
he was indeed dead ) and then to. appear in a 


furprize- amongſt /his' Relations, this great 
ſurprize would be- as pleaſing. to the Per- 
fon/that withdrew, as it would be aſtoniſh- 
ing to: his Friends ; and therefore it was 
(pretended to-be ): believed by ſome, that 
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Mr. Hawley had-priv 

this Conſideration ; but ſix Weeks diſcover. 
ed his Perſon, and time may likewiſe dete& 
thoſe Bloody and Barbarous Men that mur. 
thered him. They were ſo very cruel in 
this Murther, that his Face was fo changed 
throughviolence, that it could not be known 
to be his ; and there was nothing that did 
more (if any thing did beſides) diſcover the 
Body to be his, than his having three Stock- 
ings upon one Leg, and two Stockings and a 
Seer-cloath upon the other : as for his 
Cloathes, they were ſtript off, and nothing 
but Stockins and Shooes remaining on when 
the Body was found. 

L. Certainly that God who requires Blood 
for-Blood (and who by this ordered the Diſ- 
coveries of the Perſon) will in his great Wiſ- 
dom and Juſtice, by ſome means or other, 
( of which His Wiſdom is never to ſeek in 
the choice, or His Power in the uſe) diſco- 


- ver theſe Inſtruments of Cruelty , that in 


this Life they may receive their juſt Reward, 
which 1s for the moſt part (though ſome- 
times after many years) duly paid towards 
{ſuch vile Offenders. 

'F' Beſides this addition of Blood, other vio- 
lent Methods were uſed to prevent a diſco- 
very, by puniſhing ſuch Soldiers as-ſeemed 
to disbelieve (upon very good grounds) my 


Lord's Self-murther ; this appears by this 


Information following : wiz. 


Richard Jorden declareth That ( ſometime 
that Summer the Earl of Eſlex ayed , and nt 
long after the ſaid Earl's Death) he ſaw a Sil 
dier ty'd to the Wooden Horſe-in the Tower (hy 

order of Lieutenant-Collonel Nichols) and whijt 
after a very cruel manner. : And this Depo- 
-nent heard the ſazd Lieutenant-Collonel tell 
the Soldier he ought to be hanged. This De 
ponent further declareth, That he was juſt af- 
ter informed by the Marſhal, that whipt the ſaid 
Soldier, That by order of Lieutenant-Collonel Ni

- the uſual mumber was but 12 ;) and that the 
ſaid Soldier had- lain a fortnight before in cli 
euſioay, and been fed only with Bread and Wi 


ther ; and all only for the Offence following (viz. 
| Som 
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oy few time after the Death of the late Eprl 
Eflex, a Divine * coming into the Tower, the 
aid Soldier was ſent with him to ſhew him the 
Tower; and as the Doflor was almoſt over 4- 
gainſ# Major Hawley's, the Doffor asked the 
ſaid Soldier which was the Chamber wherein the 
late Earl of Eſſex did cut his Throat ? whereupon 
the ſaid Soldier ( pointing to the Chamber in 
which the Earl had been Priſoner ) declared ; 
That is the Chamber in which it's ſaid the 
Earl of Eſex cut his Throat ; The Do#or 
then asked the Soldier, what he did believe? to 
which the Soldier anſwered, That he did believe 
in God; but being preſt by the ſaid DoFor to tell 
him , whether he did believe my Lord cut his 
Throat ; the ſaid Solder then replied, He would 
not ſay he did believe it ; for which only ſay- 
ing, the Puniſhment aforeſaid was inflifed. 


L. Such Extravagant Puniſhments upon 
ſo ſlight Grounds,was enough to deter all o- 
ther Solders from diſcovering what they 
knew ; for if this Soldier, for only declaring 
he would not ſay he did believe my Lord did cut 
his Throat, was thus barbarouſly whipt, what 
muſt ſuch'Soldiers expe&, as ſhould have 
aſſerted, my Lord was by others murthered ; 
and gave their Reaſons for ſuch belief, by 
telling what they ſaw, and heard, with rela- 
tion to this Perfidious and Cruel Murther ; 
moſt certain, this would have met with (if 
poſſible) worſe whipping than DoCtor Oates 
ever ſuffered, or been puniſhed by ſome pri- 
vate Stab, or other deſtruQion, to avoid the 
Matter's being brought upon the publick 
Stage. 

G. Ido remember Meake is ſaid to have 
declared, the day after my Lord's Murther, 
that many Soldiers were enjoined to ſecrecy. It 
were well if theſe would, according to their 
duty, appear, and declare what they know, 
and by whom they. were thus baſely cam- 
manded to be ſecret ; for this. Officer 
could not but believe, That whoever gave 
him Orders to lay that InjunQtion, was pri- 
vy to the Murther, and therefore this Offi- 
cer was groſly Criminal in being this Inſtru- 

ment to ſtifle the deteQion ; and moſt cer- 


tainly are thoſe Soldiers Criminal, which

of his Wives Relations was upbraiding her 
with her Husband's neceſſity : The Wite 
replied, Her Hwusband not long before was nat 
ſo poor, for he had 500 Guinea's: At which 
the Relation being ſurprized, told her, 7t 
was impoſſible for him to have ſuch @ Sum by 
honeſt means, for his _ Ale-houſe , and being 
undor-Baily, could hardly get him Bread.

G. What Trade, Gaming ? 

7: No, the mentioned nothing of Gaming, 
but his Ale-houſe-keeping. But that a 

ars to be falſe, for before my Lord's 
Neath, he could not, out of his Trade, pa 
his Brewer, but owed him a very = 4 
derable Sum, 3o Guinea's whereof he paid 
juſt after my Lord's Death ; and the Brewer 
admired how he came to pay him all in 
Gold ; but ſince he hath heard how it's 
ſuſpetted this Money was procured. It 
ſeems what Money the Wife received for 
Beer, this Fellow (without having any re- 
gard to the Payment of his Brewer) would 
take from her, and ſpend in ill Courſes ; 
and if his Wife refuſed to give him what 
ſhe had, he would abuſe her, not in words 
only, but Blows, which made his Wife 
one time tell him, That he was a Fool, as 
well as # Rogue, to uſe her ſo 111, when he knew 
it was within her power to hang him, and one 
in the Tower ; once naming (as I have been 
informed) Major Hawley for the Man in 
the Tower. 

L, This Woman was miſtaken, for it 
was not within her Power to touch the 
Hair of this Fellows Head by her diſcovery 
of this Matter, as long as this Villain ſtood 
guarded with ſo great a ProteCtion, as both 
the Intereſt and Life of the Chief Contsj- 
vers, whoſe Power then was ſuch, that 
had this Woman charged her Husband 
or Hawley with being concerned mw .

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her Accufſation - would without doubt re- 
dound' to her Ruine, and ſhe would have 
been moſt barbarouſly uſed for declaring 
this high and dangerous Truth: And of 
this Safe-guard this Bloody Villain being 
well affured, he feared not what his Wite 
or any elſe could charge him with. 

L. If this Woman had a true ſenſe of 
things, ſhe could not but know it's her duty 
to diſcover this Matter, in the Conceal- 
ment whereof, the Duty to her Husband 
can never excuſe her. 


T. But this looſe Fellow long ſince turned 
away that Wife, pretending ſhe was never 
married to him, but that ſhe got another 


Whore to dreſs her ſelf up in Man's Appa- 
rel, and go to Dukes-place, there perſonating 
him, and ſo in appearance married. 

L. If ſuth a thing was , then this was 
by contrivance between this Whore and 
R> ſo that they might hve in ſhew 
Man and Wife, which if any ſhould deny, 
there was a Certificate 'ready to be pro- 
duced. Bur IT am inclined to think they 
were really Married, for it's improbable 
this Trick ſhould Cheat the Parſon. 

T. Your ſaying that the Relation of a 
Wife, will not juſtifie the Concealment of a 
Murder by rhe Husband,, puts me in mind 
of a very remarkable Story of that kind, 
and the Relation is this ; A certain Gentle- 
man being Melancholy, Peeviſh and ill-natur'd, 
carried- himſelf wery ill-humour'd towards his 
Wife, (# very fine virtuous Lady) many times 
beating her, though ſhe behaved her ſelf, in all 
reſpes, as a Woman of wery great Vertue and 
Obſervance towards her Hiuband, and endea- 
woured what ſhe could to conceal her Husband's 
Cruelty towards her; but the Matter was ſo 
Notoriows, that her ill uſage couid not be kept 
ſo ſecret, but that many of her Neighbours knew 
it to be too true; amongſt the reſt, a certain 
Gentleman extreamly pitied this unfortunate 
Laay, for whom (though he kept it unknown 
from the Lady) this Gentleman had a wery 
great kindneſs; and hoped he might Marry her 
when her Husband died, of which there had 
been a long expeftancy, the Husband being wery 
Conſumptive : But his Diſeaſe out-lived this Gen= 


tleman's Patience; wherefore he was reſolved © 
ro Murder the Husband (that he might Marry * 
the Wife ) yet this kept ſo wery private from the 
knowledge of the Wife, that nothing was far * © 
ther from her thoughts , than ſuch Treachery © 
(for this Gentleman, and her Hwusband, in 
ſhew, were intimate Friends.) This Bloody Man, 
one day walking with the Husband, nigh s 
wery large deep Pond, endeavoured to throw 
him in ; and as he was about it, the Husband' 
told him, That ſome of thoſe very Ducks then 
in the Pond, ſhould detef# that perfidions Mure 
der he was about to commit: To which the 
other replied, He would venture that, and ſo 
threw him in, . where he was drowned; but 
being well known to be extreamly Melancholly,, 
it was generally believed, that in ſome Melan- 
cholly Diſtration (to which he had been ſubjetY 
he threw himſelf into the Pond, and there- 
drowned himſelf. This was generally believed, 
and none ſeemed in the leaſt to doubt the truth- 
of it. Some time after the Hiuhand's Death, 
thus Murderer Courts the Widow, and Marries 
her, after which they lived very happy toge= 
ther for ſome conſiderable time ; at length, one 
night xs ſome Ducks were roaſting at the Fire, 
the Husband, looking on the Ducks, burſt out 
mto a great Laughter; the Wife deſired to- 
know at what he laugh:d; to. which he an- 
ſwered, At ſomewhat of which the ſight of the” 
Ducks put him in mmd; the Wife deſired bim- 
to tell what that was; but he pray'd her to'* 
excuſe him, for he would not tell. The more 
averſe he was to reveal it, the” more deſirons 
ſhe ſeemed of knowing, but” the Husband would - 
not then diſcover it to her: That night as they 
were together in Bed, the Wife did again ren:w 
her former requeſt, in which being very impor= 
tunate, the Husband ( after he had ſolemnly 
enjoyncd hey to Secrecy ) gave her a particular 
account of the Murder of her Husbaun, which 
in ſubſtance you have before heard. The Wiſe 
was hereupon extreamly concerned, though in 
words ſeemed theu not much to reſent it, but 
the next Morning ſhe repaired ts ſome ju: cious 
Friend ( and notwithſtanding her promiſ» of 
Secrecy, ſhe could not be quiet in-her mind till 
ſhe had revecled it) and deſired advice there- 
upon ; to which ſhe was anſwered, That if ſhe 
conceal:a-

” eoncealed the Murder, ſhe thereby conſented to it ; 
” and though her firſt Hushanda was very cruel, 
and this as kind, the firſt Husband'"s Blood, 
thus treacherouſly [þilt, cry'd for Vengeance, in 
” which ſbe would moſt certainly partake, if ſhe 
” did not diſcover her Hwuband's Confeſſion , 
wherein there ſcemed to be a very remarkable 
Providence. The Wife objeted the ntarneſs of 
the Relation, and the promiſe of Secrecy, but 
* ro both theſe ſhe was anſwered, That there is no 
” Relation jo dear as Juſtice, and no Promiſe, 
contrary to the Rules thereof, ought to be made, 
par kept if made, for that u not ſo properly 
being Faithful, as being a Confederate ; for 
”  Faithfulneſs, being conſidered as a Virtue, it's 

© "conſequently to be exerciſed only in things Juſt 
* and Honeſt ; for in other Matters it i not pro= 
* perly (morally ſpeaking) called Fidelity, but a 
| Criminal Conccalment. The Wife being thus 
© - perſwaded, repairs to the Magiſtrate, who forth- 
* with orders the Hucband to be ſeized, who as 
| ſoon as apprehended, confeſſed the whole Matter, 

and was deſervedly executed. 

G. I think the Wife, in this caſe, muſt 
be in a very great ſtrait, for the Tempta- 
tion to Secrecy could not but be very ſtrong; 
but IT. find in the Old Law, That if the 

> Wikſe, or the neafeſt Relation in Blood, or 
” a Friend which was as his own Soul, did 
but ſo much as ſecretly: intice to Idolatry, 
© the Relation or Friendſhip in this caſe, was 
” "to be no Impediment to the Diſcovery, Pro- 
> Fcution and Puniſhment ; for the Perſon 
= thus inticed, was not to pity, ſpare or 
| conceal his Relation or Friend, but was 
= poſitively commanded to Kill him; his 
; Fland was firſt to be upon him, and then 
the Hand of all the People. Now moſt 
* certainly ſucha Villainous and Treacherous 
* Murder, attended with ſuch Maracions, 
* © muſt be moſt Odious in the ſight of God, 
” whoſe firſt expreſs Law did poſitively EnaQt, 
6. That whoſo ſheddeth mans blood, by man ſhall 
* . his blood be ſhed; the reaſon whereof follows, 
| for in the image of God made he man. 

” L. In my opinion. this Wife did what 
* ſhe ought to have done; for though it may 
» well be ſuppoſed, that there was a ſtrong 
»- Conflict between her AﬀeCtion towards her 
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Husband (epectatly when the beſt, in Suc- 
ceſſion to the worſt)and her duty to Juſtice ; 

et it's moſt certain the latter ought to 
(i the aſcendant ; for whoſoever loves 
Husband or Wife, Father or Mother, Bro- 
ther or Siſter, more than what is Juſt, 
Righteous and Good (for that is the meanin 
of, more than me) at the laſt day m 
afluredly ſhall be rejeted by hmm who hath 
poſitively enjoyned us to hate all thoſe Rela. 
tions for his ſake ani.the Goſpels, or (which 
is the ſame) for our Duties-ſake, conſi- 
dered as Chriſtians. But how much higher 
Aggravations do attend the unparallel'd 
Murder of this Honourable, though unfor- 
tunate Peer ? 

7. I ſhall now ſay but one thing more, 
with relation to Webſter, and that ts this ; 
When Webſter was before the Honourable 
Committee, Mr. Bradadon deſired fn wf 
their Lordſhips leave to ask Webfter one 
> 22; ; which being granted,Mr.Braddon 

emanded of Webſter, Whetber the next day 
after my Lord's Death, he did not produce to 
ſuch a man a Purſe of Gold, about 49 Guines's, 
and a Piſtole. Webſter denied it ; Mr. Brad- 


| don defired him to recolle& himſelf, and 


be poſitive; Webſter declared, He was poſitive 
he did not, nor to his remembrance in hrs Life 
ever ſhewed that man any Gold, much leſs ſo 
great a Sum. Mr. Braddon perceiving ſome 
of their mary 4 ſeemed angry, the 

ſtion was put ſo plain, after Webſter had 
withdrawn, Mr. Braddon informed their 
Lordſhips, That Webſter (as he had bee 
told) was a ſort of a hanger on at Gamings 
houſes (where he could play but for little, being 
very poor) and ſhould this fellow underſtand it 


was poſitively ſworn againſt him, that he did 


produce ſuch Gold, in all probability he would 
forge ſomewhat in auſwer to it and it was not 
unlikely, but he might pretend that thoſe Guined's 
he had won at Gaming, and was overjoy'd at 
being ſo rich : with this his Invention (upon 
deliberation) might furniſh him, in which his 
preſence of mind under Guilt, could not be ſo 
ready ; but if hereafter he ſhould ſo preten, 
it would plainly appear to be falſe, having ſo 
poſitively denied it ro their Lordjhips ; when; 
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had it been true, it would hawe immediately oc- 
cared to his mind, and as readily he would given 
it in anſwer. 

L. Doth not Webſter ſtill deny the produ- 
cing any Gold ? 

7. No; but pretends the Gold he ſhew- 
ed Osborue, was what he had won at Ga- 
ming. 

G. That Sham can't now take , againſt 
his poſitive denial before their Loxdſhips: 

. 7. I ſhall laſtly ſpeak of Helmes, and then 
conclude. Ir ſeems Holmes and his Wife of- 
ten quarrelled, and ſometimes Ho/mes would 
beat her. One day, as he was Abuſing her, 
ſhe was heard to fay, He was a Murderous 
Rogue ; and ſhe told him, That he could not 
but remember that ſhe could hang him when ſhe 
pleaſed ; To which Ho/mes anſwered, That he 
little thought ſhe would have ſpoken of it, who 
of all the World had the leaſt reaſon. For ſaid 
this ſcurrilous Follow, You Bitch, you Whore, 
don't you remember , that I bought you a good 
Sattin Gown and Petticoat , and therefore you 
above all the World 6ught not to prate: To 


which ſhe replied, He was a Murderous Rogue - 


for all that. | . 
L. By the falling out of Murderers, Mur- 
der is many times deteQed ; a very notort- 
ous Inſtance of which, I have often heard 
related, which was as followeth : 4 Water- 
man and his Servant in the Night , carrying a 
Gentleman down the River , whom they percei- 
wed to have a great Charge avout him, theſe 
perfidious Villains by Signs , concluded to throw 
this Gentleman Over-board, which they did ac- 
cordingly, and ſo drowned him, and then ſhared 
the Spoil; ſoon after which , they both lived 
much beyond their former Circumſtances, at which 
all that knew them , admired ; but none but 
themſelves knew the reaſon, till many years after, 
when theſe two being Drunk, and at Play, fell out 
about their Game, and they were then overheard 
to accuſe one the other, in this matter, the Maſter 
the Man, and the Man the Maſter , as the moſt 
Criminal. Upon which they were both Seized , 
and they then Confe([:d the whole Matter , each 
endeavouring to aggravate the Guilt of the other, 
iv Mitigation of his own, Burt they were 


both thought deſerving of Death for their 
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cruel Treachery, and were Executed accor- 
dingly. 

G. Had we not already been too tronble- 
ſome-to you in this- particular and fatisf1- 
Ctory Relation, I ſhould beg one favour 
further. 

7. Your further SatisfaQtion in this Mat- 
ter may command from me wharſoever is 


* convenient to be told, and beyond that, I 


deſire you nor to move me. 

G. More than you have already decla- 
red, I don't now deſire to know ; bur I 
perceive there have .been very many Per- 
ſons in this Cafe , Sworn-to many Particu- 
lars, fo that the Relation of the whole Mat- 
ter hath been long, bur to me not tedious, 
becauſe I have received full 'SatisfaQtion in 
that,wherein before I was extreamly Abuſed 
by Miſinformation. Sir , If it may not be 
roo tireſome to you, I would defire yeu 
to Abſtratt the moſt material Proofs before 
mentioned, and giveus, as ſhort as you well 
can, the ſubſtance of what is before de- 
poſed. 

7. In this I ſhall readily ferve you, bur I 
ſhall not obſerve the :very ſame Method as 
before , but ſhall begin with the- Diſproof 
Q ny Lord's SelEmurder , by deſtroying 
thoſe forged Informations which would 
prove him ſo; and Secondly, ſhall prove 
him barbarouſly Murdered. 


; Firſt, For the diſproof of the Self-mur- 
er. 

The Right Honourable Arthur late Earl 
of Eſſex, was Committed to the Tower, Tueſ- 
day the 19th of July, 1683. and there were 
placed over his Lordſhip two Warders , 
(viz.) Monday and Ruſſel, and one Servant, 
(viz,) Paul Bomeny , permitted to be atrend- 
ing. on my Lord ; the very next Friday 
morning , about Nine of the Clock , his' 
Lordihip was found Dead in his Cloſet, 
with his Throat cut through both Jugular 
Arteries, to the Neck-bone. 

Now , ſeeing our Law preſumes every 
Man deſtroyed by violent Hands, is Mur- 
dered by others, unleſs fuch Evidence ap- 
pears as gives gatisfaction in the contrary,

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' and proves him a SelE-murderer, This Lord 
had been found barbarouſly Murdered, 'had 
not Bomeny, Monday, 'and Ruſſel, appeared to 
prove otherwiſe ; and: they endeavour to 
prove ir (ſhortly) thus. 

My Lord of Eſſex (they ſay) called for a 
Pen-knife to pare his Nails, which Pen-knife 
not being ready,, he required a Razor , 
which was accordingly | delivered him , 
with which his Lordſhip having pared his 
Nails, he retired into his Cloſet , and locks 

| himſelf in, and there cut his Throat ; the 
Razor (before delivered to pare his Nails) 
lying by the Body. 

But that thisRelation is forged, and that 
there was, Firſt, no Razor delivered to my 
Lord to pare his Nails, nor had his Lord- 
ſhip DS his Nails with any. 


Secondly, Neither the Body locked into the 
Cloſet: Nor, 
Thirdly, The Razor lying locked in by the 
- Body, when my Lord was firſt know to be 
Dead, is evident from what follows, which 
clearly deteQts this Forgery. - For the firſt of 
theſe, that there was no Razor delivered to 
my Lord. 


This appears by the ContradiQtions of 
Bomeny, Ruſſel and Monday, as to the time of 
the delivery of this Razor; for Bomeny firſt 
Swears, he delivered this Razor-to my Lord 
to parehis Nails on- Friday morning at eight 
of the Clock; and within two hours, poſi- 
tively ſwears in the Depoſition himſelf writ, 
that he delivered it on Thurſday morning, at 
Eight of the Clock (being the day before 
his Death); and this as to the Thwr/aay , 
he ſwears Poſitively and Circumſtantially ; 
Poſitively, for he doth expreſily name 
Thurſday, as the day on which the Razor was 
delivered ; and- Cixrcumftantially , for he 
E doth ſwear the Razor was delivered the ve- 
= ry next Morning after my Lord came to 
= Captain Hawley's ; and his Lordſhip went 
to Hawley , on Wedneſday the 11th of July. 
5 But 
Ws Ruſſel Swears a - Point-blank Contradi- 
b tion to Boweny's Oath ; for Ruſſel depoſeth, 
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and now declares, That on Friday Morning, 
in leſs than half an hour before they found 
my Lord Dead in_his Cloſer, he ſtood as 


Warder at my Lord's *Chamber-door, (Mon. 


day, that Morning having firſt ſtood as War- 
der on my Lord, and was then gone down 
to ſtand below Stairs) and heard my Lord 
ask Bomeny for a Pen-knife to pare his Nails; 
which being not ready ,” his Lordſhip requi- 
red a Razor, which he did immediately ſee 
Bomieny deliver his Lordſfiip. But 

Monday doth as direaly give the Tye to 
Ruſſel , as Ruſſel did. to Bomeny; for Monday 
the day may Lord dy'd, declared, he ſaw my 
Lord have a Razor in his Hand, paring his 
Nails with'it, at Seven a Clock that Morn- 


ing my Lord died, and thisabout two hours / 


before Rufſe/-came up, to ſtand as Warder 
at my Lord's Chamber-door. 

Wherefore, unleſs it can be reconciled 
how this Razor ſhould be delivered Thurſday 
Morning at Eight of the Clock, according 
to Bomeny's Oath; and yet not delivered till 
Friday Morning Nine of the Clock, within 
half an hour of the time his Lordſhip was 
found Dead , and delivered. whilſt Ru! 
ſtood Warder at the Chamber-door, as Ruſe! 


S# depoſeth; and notwithſtanding this, my Lord 


to have had the Razor, and pared his Nails 
with it, two hours before Ruſſel came up 
Stairs to ſtand Warder at my Lord's Cham- 
ber, as Monday declared, the very day my 
Lord died. Ifay, Unleſs theſe Contradi&ti- 
ons can be reconciled , it can't be thought 
that any-Razor at all was delivered : And 
then , whereas all declared my Lord pared 
his Nails with the Razor ; by ſtri& Obſer- 
vation, it appeared his Lordſhip's Nails were 
not newly, before his Death, either pared 
or ſcraped. 

Secondly , That the Cloſet-door was not 
locked upon my Lord's Body, appears by 
the Contradiftions of theſe three , as to the 
opening the Cloſet-door. 

Bomeny firſt ſwore, He did open : the 
Door, ( when my Lord would not anſwer 
upon his knocking at the Door ) and there 
ſaw my Lord lying Dead in his Blood, and 
the Razor by him , and he then called the 
Warders ; 
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Warders; but immediately ſwears in Con- 
tradiftion to his firft Oath , that he peeped 
throngh a Chink-of the Door, and ſaw Blood 
and part of the Razor, and then withour 
opening the Door, ranand called Ryſſe],, who 
thereupon firſt opened the Door: And at 
Mr. Braddon's Tryal, Swears he knew not 
who opened the Door. 

Ruſſe! depoſeth he did firſt open the Door, 
and makes no diffculty in it; then comes 
Monday, and gives the lye to both : For 

Monday ( the very day my -Lord died ) 
declared(what he hath fince often confirm'd) 
That neither Bowery or Ruſſe! could ſtir the 
Door, my Lord's Body lay focloſe and hard 
againſt the Door; and he being ſtronger 
than either , put his Shoulders againſt the 
Door, and preſſing withall his might, broke 
it open. 

Whoſoever there is, that can reconcile 
theſe Contraditions (in theſe three Mens 
Relations) and make all appear credible,

A further Argument, That the Cloſet- 
door was not locked upon the Body, appears 
by my Lord's Legs lyingupon the Threſhold 
of the Cloſer-door, when the Body was pre- 
tended not to have been ſtired from its firſt 
Poſture. 

Thirdly, That there was no Razor lymg 
locked in with the Body , when the Body 
was firſt found,appears by the bloody Razor's 
being thrown out of my Lord's Chamber- 
Window, (which is about ſeventeen Foot di- 
ſtant from the Cloſet-door, where the Body 
lay) and no noiſe of my Lord's Death, till 
- the Maid carried up the Razor, which 
Maid thereupon firſt Rh my Lord's 
Dearh. 

And, as yet other Arguments of the Per- 
jury of theſe perfidious Villains, add the 
Mathematical Impoſſibility of the Wound, 
ſeeing not above rwo Inches of the Razor 
muſt be without my Lord's Hand, ( had he 
done it himſelf) and yet the Wound above 
three Inches deep. Moreover, by many 
Eminent DoGtors and Chyrurgions , the 
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Wound is thought to: be naturally Tmpoſſ- 
ble to have been done by my Lord himſelf, 
becauſe upon cutring the firſt JugularArtery, 
fuch an Effuſion of Blood and Spirit would 
have inamediately thereupon followed, that 
Nature would not have bzen ſtrong enough 
for to cut through the other Jugular Arte- 
ry, to the Neck-bone on the other ſide; 
much leſs, to make ſo many, and fo large 
Notches in the Razor againſt the Neck-bone, 
as an old Fooliſh or K — Chyrurgion ſug- 
geſted to rhe Coroncts Jury. 

Wherefore by what is before obſerved, 
as to the many Contradictions, it plainly 
appears, that theſe three (as it is ſaid in the 
Hiſtory of Suſanna, Verſe 61.) are convicted 
of falſe Relations: by their own Mouths ; 
and thoſe other Arguments before obſerved, 
are further DeteQtions of theſe three Men's 
Perjuries. Ir then remains as at firſt, (viz.) 
That here is a Body found Dead by viglent 
Hands, and the manner of the. Death not 
diſcovered,(ftor it can't be,according ta theſe 
three Mens Relations, for the Reaſons be- 
fore obſerved). The Concluſion that the 
Law makes in ſuch Caſes, in this therefore 
holds good , (viz.) That this Honourable 
Lord was Murdered by theviolent and cruel 
Hands of barbarous and bloody minded 
Men. 


Secondly, For the Proof of the Murder. In 
this I ſhall firſt conſider what is moſt mate- 
rial, which paſſed before my Lord's Death. 

Secondly, The day of his Death. And then 

Thirdly and Laſtly, After the day of his 
DeathT;; The 

Firſt, Before my Lord's Death. I ſhall 
conſider, 

Firſt, The previous Reſolutions by Pa- 
piſts to cut my Lord's Throat. And then, 

Second(y, The many previous Reports be- 
fore my Lord's Death, that his Lordſhip 
had cut his Throat in the Tower. 

For the firſt of theſe, D. S. declares, That 
avout nine Days before the Death of the late 
Earl of Eſſex , ſbe heard ſeveral Papiſts conſul= 
ting together , concerning the ſaid Earl: Aud 

2 this 
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this Informant heard them ſay , the Earl of 
Eſſex was to be taken off, and that they had 
been with His Highneſs, and His Highneſs was 
firſt for Poyſoning the Earl; but that manner of 
Death being objefted" againſt ; it was then ſaid, 
one aid xo th, to His' Highneſs , Stabbing the 
Earl; but this way His Highneſs did not like : 
at length His Highneſs concluded , and ordered 
his Throat to be cut , and His Highneſs had pro- 
miſed to be there when it was done. Some few 
days after, ſome of the aforeſaid Perſons 
declared, 1t was reſolved the Earls Throat 
ſhould be cut, but they would give it out, that he 
had done it. himſelf ; and if any ſhould deny 
it, they would take them, and puniſh them 
for it. 


Secondly, For the previous' Reports before 
my Lord's Death. 
It's proved by eight ſeveral Witneſſes, 
'That before the Earl's Death, ( or before it 
could be known') it was Re , That 
the Earl of Eſſex had cur his Throat in the 
Tower ; amongſt the reſt , it was at Froome, 
which is about an hundred Miles from 
London, the Wedneſany Morning ; and at the 
{ame time, at Andover, about Sixty- Miles 
from London, tho at neither of theſe Places, 
eſpecially the former , could it then .be 
known , that the Earl was a Priſoner in 
the Tower, his Lordſhip being not committed 
to the Tower, till the Tueſday in the Afﬀer- 
noon. All theſe Reports agreed in the man- 
ner How, (viz.) cutting his Throat, and 
the place Where, ( wiz.) the Tower ; - and 
(which is further) at Andover, the Weaneſday 
Morning before my Lord's Death , it was 
reported , not only in the manner How , 
, and place Where, but likewiſe the prerend- 
_ ded Reaſon Wherefore, was given; for it 
was then, and there ſaid, That the Earl of 
Eſſex being a Priſoner in the Tower, and un- 
derſtanding,that the K. and Duke were come 
into the Tower , his Lordſhip was afraid the 
K.would have come up into his Chamber,and 
ſeen him ; of which his Lordſhip's Guilt and 
Shame would not bear the thoughts, and 
therefore he did cut his Throat to avoid it. 
This being declared rwo days before my 
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Lord's Death; when it could not have been 
in the leaſt foxe-thought, that the King 
and Duke would have come together into 
the Tower , where they had not been above 
twice together ſince the Reſtoration. I ſay, 
This previors Report , which ſo particular- 
ly cloathed this Aftion with the how, where, 
and wherefore , 'clearly proves, That all 
things were ſo refolved upon to be done, or 
otherwiſe it is impoſſible it ſhould have 
been reported under theſe three Eſſential 
Qualifications, as to Mamner, Place, and Rea- 
Jon, before it was indeed done, eſpecially 
at Andover, where it could not then be ſup- 
poſed to be known that my Lord was fo 
much as a Priſoner in the Tower ; this Rea- 
ſon the Papiſts themſelves gave out juſt after 
my Lord's Death. ; 


4 —_— , What paſſed the day my Lord 
ied, 

Theſe then attending on my Lord, (viz.) 
Rſ{-l and Monday, the Warders ; Bomeny the 
Servant, and Lloyd the. Centinel at the 
Door, did all deny that day my Lord died, 
that. there were at any Men let into my 
Lord's Lodgings that Morning, before my 
Lord's Death. Bur it now appears, That 
there were ſome Rufhans, a little before 
my Lords Death , fent into his Lodgings 
to Murder-him, which they did accord- 
ingly. 

R. M. a Soldier in the Tower, that Morn- 


\ ing my Lord of Eſſex was Murdered ; about 


one of the Clock, that very day,nigh 4lagare, 
told B. and his Wife, That the Earl of Eflex 
did not cut his own Throat, but was barbarouſly 
Murdaercd by his Royal Highneſs's Order : For 
the ſaid Meake declared , That juf! before the 
Earl's Murder, His Highneſs ſent two Men to the 
Earl's Lodgings to Marder him, which after they 
had done, they threw the Razor out of the Win- 
dow. Likewife; a Soldiet that Morning in 
the Tower, about Eleven of the Clock, that 
very Morning my Lord died , in Baldwins 
Gardens, informed G. and H. That the Earl of 
Effex did not cut his own Throat , but was 
tarbarouſly Murdered by hus Royal! Highmeſs's bwn 
Oraer. For the {iid R. then declared, 7at - 
lit 
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Fttle before the Earls Murdir, his Royal High- 
neſs parted a little way from His Majeſty,and then 
two Men were ſent into the Earls Lodgings , to 
Murder my Lord; which when they had done, 
they did again return to his Highneſs. 

Mr. E. declares , That he ſaw his Royal 
Highneſs, juſt before the Earl's Death, part a 
little from his Majeſty, and then beckoned to two 
Gentlemen to come to him, who came according- 
ly ; His Highneſs thereupon ſent them towards the 
Earl of Eſſex's Lodgings, and about a quarter of 
an hour after, this Informant ſaw theſe very two 
Men return to His Highneſs , and as they came, 
they ſmiled ; and to the beſt of this Informant”; 
hearing, and remembrance , ſaid, The Buſineſs 
was done ; upon which His Highneſs ſeemed very 
well pleaſed, and then went to His Majeſty, to 
whom the news was immediately brought, That 
the Earl of Eflex had cut his Throat. 

Lloyd, the Centinel at my Lord's Door the 
day my Lord dyed (till the 21/f of January 
laſt) did deny the letting in of any men, 
(and Ruſſel and Monday ſtill deny it) but now 
Llyd doth confeſs, That juſt before my 
Lord's Death, two or three Men, by Major 
Hawley's ſpecial Order, were let in, and im- 
medaagely he heard them (as he did ſuppole 
they were) go up ſtairs into my Lord's 
Room, where there was a very great buſtle 
and ſtir, ſo great, that this Centinel decla- 
red, he would have forced after them, had 
not the firſt Door been made faſt ; upon the 
buſtle,he heard ſomewhat thrown down like 
the fall of a Man , which he did ſuppoſe 
was my Lord's Body ; ſoon after which, it 
was cryed out, My Lord of Eſlex hath cut his 
Throat. Here is not only theſe mens going 
in, bur a great buſtle confefled immediately 
thereupon to enſue in my Lord's Room, and 
the Body of a Man in this buſtle ro be 
thrown down ; this is in a Cloſe Priſoner's 
Room, where no one is admitted, but his 
Servant ; and thoſe that kept the Door de- 
ny'd upon Oath that any were in my Lord's 
Chamber that Morning my Lord died, be- 
fore his'death. But theſe Warders being 
ſuppoſed privy to the Fa&t, would not own 
the admitting of thoſe Men, which them- 
ſelves let in with ſuch a murtherous Deſign; 
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and it is to be preſumed, that this Centinel' | 
was not a ſtranger to the matter, but en» 
joined to ſecrecy ; for otherwiſe, he would 
never have declared to a Friend, under a+ 
repeated requeſt of ſecrecy, that this Con» 
feſſion (as before) laid upon his Conſcience, 
and troubled him night and day ; for tho' 
it was indeed very true, that he did ler in 
theſe Men, it was what he ſhould not have 
confeſſed. This Confirmation to his Ac- 
quaintance (under a great and repeated in- 
junCtion of ſecrecy) argues, frf, That this 
Confeſſion was indeed true. And 


Secondly, That there is ſome curſed 
Confederacy (it's probable by Oath) entred 
ito to ſtifle this Murther ; for what other 
probable Reaſon can be aſſigned for that 


trouble of Conſcience in this Confeſſion, e& 


ſeeing himſelf at the ſame declared jt was 
true, tho' he ſhould not have ſaid it? There 
are ſome other Arguments that this Senti= 
nel was particeps Crimines in the Privity ; 
firſt, his Retra&tion in part of what he did 
confels : for , upon his being firſt appre-- 
hended, he owned the throwing out of the 
Razor before my Lord's death was known ; 
bur he now retra&s, and diſowns it. Ano- 
ther Inſtance of his Privity is his now pre- 


varicating, in his now pretending that theſe 4 


men were let in anr hour, or more, before * 
my Lord's death ;- whereas, at firſt, he de-. 
clared they were let in immediately before 


my Lord's death ; for, as ſoon as let in, he © 


heard ſeveral go up ſtairs into my Lord's 
Room, and heard rhe buſtle, &c. as before. 
Athird Argument of this Cenrinel's Privity, 
is his not declaring the whole Truth, which. 
he muſt know ; for one at a-greater diſtance, 
that ſaw theſe Rufhans as they were buſtling, 
with my Lord , and heard' the buſtle, did 
likewiſe hear one of theſe in the buſtle ( as.

the Jury would have plainly ſeen, that his 
” Lordſhip could not ſo do it with the Razor; 
”- and then ſecondly, they would have per- 
== ceived the print of a bloody Foot upon my

Thirdly, and Laſtly, What paſt after the 
day of my Lord's Death. 

That very Morning ſeveral Soldiers 
(which were preſumed able todiſcover whet 
was material, with relation to my Lord's 
Death ) were called together ( as M. then 
ſaid) and enjoined to ſecrecy under very 
ſevere Penalties. 

About Ten of the Clock in the Morning, 
the next day after my Lord's Death, the 
Jury met, and were ſurprized to ſee all the 
Circumſtances of my Lord's Body changed 
from what was firſt diſcovered. 

After the Jury had ſeen the Naked Body 
at Hawleys, the Coroner adjourned them to 
a Victualling-Houſe in the Tower, wha 0Ne 
of the Jury demanded a ſight of the 
Cloathes ; but the Coroner was immediate- 
ly called into the next Room, from which 
returning to the Jury in ſome heat, he told 
them, It was the Body , and not the Cloathes, 
they were to ſit upon ; the Body was there, and 
that was ſufficient. 

- One of the Jury then ſaid, My Lord of 
Eſſex was eſteemed a wery Sober, Sedate and 
Good Man (which Bomeny then confirmed, 
ſaying, His Lord was a very Piors Man) and 
therefore it was improbable ſo Good a Man 
ſhould be Guilty of the worſt of AfFions. Upon 
which M. Hawley told the Jury, They were 
miſinformed in my Lord's Chat atter, for every 
Man that was well acquainted with my Lord, 
well knew, that it had ever been a ſixed Prin- 
ciple in my Lord, that any Man might cut his 
Throat, or any otherwiſe diſpſe of his Life, 
to avoid a diſhonourable and infamons Death ; 
wherefore this Attion which they thought un- 
like his Lordfhip, was according to my Lord"s 
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" unjuſt Proceedings againſt the Proſecution,

avewed and | fixed Principles. This made 
the Jury the more eaſie believe, that my 
Lord had indeed done it. 

- Some of the Jury were for Adjourning 
their Inquiſition to ſome further day, and 
in the mean time to ſend notice to the Earl's 
Relations, fo that if any thing appeared 
on my -Lord's behalf, it might be pro- 
duced. Hawley, hereupon, aflured the Jury, 
That they could not adjourn their Fiquiry, fir 
His Majeſty had ſent one for their Inquiſition, 
and would not riſe from Council till it was 
brought him. This the Jury believing, 
immediately made all haſte poſſible, where- 
as otherwiſe they might have been more 
ſtri& and particular in their Examinations. 
Hawley, in anſwer to this, totally denies 
all, and proteſts that he was not nigh the 
Jury in the Viftualling-houſe all the time 
the Jury ſate, though moſt of the Jury can 
ſay the contrary ; and as for the ſuggeſting 
Self-murder to be my Lord's Principle, he 
did proteſt he did never hear it ſaid to be 
my Lord's Principle, till their  Lordſhips 
in this Committee told him it had been fo 
declared. -This clearly proves, that the
